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THE ECCLESIASTICAL COMMISSION, 
Since we adverted to the subject of the management 
of the funds of the Irish Church by the Ecclesiastical 
Commission, our attention has been called to the tact 
that a notice to the following effect stands upon the 
books of the House of Commons, and will be brought 
forward by Mr. Vance at an early period of the coming 
session, viz. :—“ That an humble address be presented 
to her Majesty, praying that she will be graciously 
pleased to cause a royal commission to be issued to 
inquire into the constitution and management of the 
Irish Ecclesiastical Commission.” 

The immediate object of Mr. Vancein moving in this 
matter is, we believe, to attract public notice to the in- 
adequate remuneration, and what we do not hesitate to 
call the very bad treatment, of the clerks employed in 
the department. We do not doubt that the case of these 
gentlemen duly requires to be made known in order to 
secure that justice shall be done in their behalf, and 
in the doing of it we hope the entire monstrous job will 
be stirred up from the very bottom, The yearly in- 
come which is received by the commission in trust for 
the Irish Church is now over 130,000/., a sum which, 
if FSS managed, would, we maintain, be gmply 
sufficient for all the purposes for which it was 
designed to be appropriated by the Legislature. 
One fact, easily told, will, however, explain what 
the management is in a manner that will be 
sufficiently ‘intelligible to the meanest capacity. The 
cost of the official staff amounted in 1858 to £5,652 
which appears to have becn divided in the proportion of 
£3,902 to five individuals—viz. : two commissioncrs and 
thiee chief officials ; and £1,730 to fifteen working offi- 
cers. Among these gentlemen are several graduates of 
Dublin University, eleven of whom have been over 
twenty years in the office. One of them is paid 4300 
a year as “book-keeper and agent :” the average salary 
of the others is £102 2s. 10d. It is, surely. not 
wonderful that the working staff ofthe Ecclesiastieal 
Commission should complain ; but we hope the inquiry 
into the working of the system will nou be limited to 
their grievane>s. ‘The simple reform required is to assi- 
milate the management ofthe funds of the Church to that 
of a railway or other business company. A board of 
unpaid commissioners is already in existence ; aada 
committee of these should be appointed, whose duty it 
should be to meet monthly or quart rly, just as the di- 
rectors of a company meet. Such a supervision, toge- 
ther with a regular half-yearly audit of accounts, would 
be sufficient to ensure the honest working of the depart- 
ment, the executive details of which should then be left 
to a secretary and accountant. [here would thus be a 
considerable saving of salaries, and the retrenchment of 
the paid commissioners alone would provide for a decent 
remuneration of the subordinate officers, and leave a 
large surplus for the repairs of the churches.— Avening 
Mail.

The melancholy event took place 
on Friday, at his residence in Dundalk, froma severe 
attack of fever. Mr. M‘Hinch, who leaves a widow and 
nine children to deplore his loss, was considered a faithful 
and painstaking minister of the Gospel. During the 
Revival movement, he was very active, zealous, and 
energetic, and his indefatigable labours were rewarded 
by the happiest results in the people to whom he minis- 
tered. Between Mr. M‘Hinch and the ministers of the 
Established and other Churches in the neighbourhood 
there existed a warm feeling of friendship, and they 
were always found united in every effort for the tem- 
poral and eternal welfare of the surrounding popula- 
tion.— Belfast News Letter. 

Deata or tHe Rev. Davin Hawittron.—In our im- 
pression of Saturday we bricfly announced the death by 
fever of the Rev. David Hamilton, of the York-street 
Presbyterian Congregation—one of the most earnest 
and devoted ministers in the Irish Presbyterian Church. 
The fever which terminated his useful life was of a ma- 
lignant type, and it is supposed he caught it in the faith- 
ful discharge ofhis duties whilst visiting some members 
of his congregation who were suffering from the disease, 
He lay only some 6 or 7 days, and expired on Friday 
morning last, in the 56th year of his age. Mr. Ha- 
milton was licensed by the Dromore Presbytery to 
preach the Gospel in 1827, and was ordained to the pas- 
toral charge of the Connor congregation, as assistant to 
the Rev. Henry Henry, in September, 1829. In 1840 
he became connected with the York-street Congregation, 
and he continued to minister to them most. successfully 
till the period of his death. Mr. Hamilton took the 
deepest interest in the spiritual condition of the Jews, 
and was appointed Secretary to the Presbyterian 
Jewish Mission, which he was himself chiefly instrumen- 
talin establishing. In acknowledgment of the valnab!e 
services which he had rendered the Church, andas a proof 
of the high estimation in which he was held by his bre- 
thren, Mr. Hamilton wes elected in 1854 Moderator of 
the General Assembly. The great and responsible duties 
of that high office were discharged by him with great 
ability and much to the credit of the body over whoin he 
presided. When the scheme of the Church and Manse 
Fund was first propounded, Mr. Hamilton took it up 
with singular earnestness and energy. The leading 
part in ad@ocating it was entrusted to him, and he never 
ceased in his labours until he saw the work crowned 
with the most perfect success. His services to the 
Church in that matter should never be forgotten by his 
brethren, and the entire lresbyterian body, and we 
think that they should have long ago been acknowledged 
by some substantialtestimony. As far as he is concerne:| 
it is now too late, but he has left behind a wife anda 
large family whose case should not be overlooked by 
the Presbyte: ian body, e:pec ally by th: ministers, who 
owe so much of their increased means of support to Mr. 
Hamilton’s indefatigable exertions.— Belfast Mercury.

Upon this the 
Emperor flew into a passion, and, striking violently his 
sword, exclaimed—‘ I give no concessions, rather may 
the whole trash go to the devil.’ (Lieber sol der Teufel 
den gaxzen plunder hohlen. ) 


WIFE POISONING IN AMERICA. 

On Sunday, December 18, Coroner Haight, of Dut- 
chess County, learned that Lydia Freeman, the wife of 
Ishmael Freeman, had died under circumstances tend- 
ing to throw suspicion on her husband, and that the 
funeral was to take place that day. Heat once ordered 
the husband to be arrested, the funeral postponed, and 
upon the following day summoned a jury and pro- 
ceeded to investigate the case. <A post mortem exami- 
nation was made, and the stomach and intestines 
were not opened. but were sealed up in jars, and 
forwarded to Professor Doremus, of New York, 
for analysis. The evidence taken before the coro- 
ner went to show that the deceased was owner of two 
houses and lots, and that the prisoner had exe- 
cuted a will, making himself, in case her death, 
her sole legatee. In consequence of her sudden decease 
the physician who had attended her a few days pre- 
vious, suspecting foul play, called at the house after her 
death, with a view of making inquiries relative to her 
sudden demise. The prisoner unbolted the door, and 
seemed surprised at the unexpected appearance of the 
physician. He was admitted, however, and conducted to 
a chamberin which deceased was lying at the time, and 
on asking concerning her death found the prisoner less 
communicative than usual. He said she was doing well 
until 3 o’clock, when he gave her threeeysters (one raw 
and two roasted), which immedi:tely produced nausea, 
followed by vomiting and purging. She also complained 
of a pain in the region of the stomach. From that time 
she continued to sink, until seven a.m. on Sunday, 
when she seemed better. It was at this time that 
her will was executed. She afterwards grew worse, and 
died about noon. Sylvester Chichester testified that 
the prisoner had purchased six cents’ worth of arsenic 
about a week previous to her death, requiring it, as he 
said, to kill rats. James Sparks (constable) said the 
prisoner had purchased arsenic at another store, ten 
days priorto the decease of his wife. Mrs. Du Bois 
testified that the deceased told her about two weeks be- 
fore her death that her husband had purchased some 
brown sugar, which was placed in a sugar dish ; that 
during mealtime he passed the bowl to her (an unusual 
act of kindness, tor they had some time lived unhappily); 
that she put a spoonful in her cup of tea, and 
that it “ fomented and produced a white scum, 
which floated upon the surface; he partook of a 
teaspoontul, and it produced an unpleasant sen- 
sation of sickness at the stomach; she then threw the 
tea from the cup and proceeded to anotber room, and 


_ took some of her own white sugar, remarking that she 


would see if that would serve her so.” The prisoner 
then threw away the sugar he had purchased. The 
deceased also stated to the witness that this was not the 
first time he had served her so ; that he had on one oc- 
casion brought home some molasses which had affected 
her in like manner. Professor Doremus found more 
than sufficient arsenic in the body to cause death. ‘The 
following is a suggestive extiact from his deposition :— 
* Deponent further testifies that his examination was 
made with more than the usual precaution ; that the 
laboratory was secured by fastening and sealing the 
windows and doors ; that the glass, porcelain, and other 
vessels and implenents employed were new, and care- 
fully cleansed, having been purchased especially for 
these analyses ; that the acids, salts, and other che- 
micals were of tested and known purity ; that every 
step taken in the course of the investigations was made 
and recorded with a view to its medico-legal relations.” 
The finding of the jury was to the effect that the de- 
ceased came to her death from the poisonous effects of 
arsenic administered by her husband, whereupon he 
was committed to jail to await the action of the grand 
jiry.—New York paper.

York correspondent of the Charlestun Mercury says 
Elias Howe, jun., the lucky fellow who gets 200,000 
dollars a year rovalty on sewing machines, is one of 
the oddities on. Broadway. He is the personage whom 
no visiter to our city ean fail to see, dressed in a Qua- 
ker-cut coat, white cravat, and almost extinguished un- 
der a gigantic hat, which might have been the com- 
panion of the seupernatural helmet in the “ Castle of 
Otranto.” Beneath this flows a heavy stream of rich 
brown hair reaching to the shoulder blades, and 
inviting people behind to give it a pull—an invitation 
which I have with difficulty resisted on many occa- 
sions, Mr. Ilowe was the inventor of the sewing ma- 
chine, though he is not engaged in its manufacture. 
His present income is derived from five dollar com- 
missions which other persons pay for the use of his 
lock-stitch principle. His patent runs out in two years; 
and, strange to say, the manufacturers are anxious to 
have it extended. 

Free Necroxs IN Grorcia.—Among the acts of 
the Georgia Legislature at its late session was one de- 
clsring that free negroes wandering or strolling about, 
or leading an idle, immoral, or profligate course of life, 
are hereatter to be deemed and considered as vagrants, 
and may beindictedas such. In case of canviction,they 
will be sold into slavery for any given time, in the dis- 
cretion of a judge of the supreme court, not exceeding 
two years for the first offence ; but upon conviction 
of a second offence they they must be sold into per- 
petual slavery. 


COURSE OF EVENTS. 

The events of the past week have not been without a 
certain degree of significance,as preparatory for far more 
important events in the futare, Foremost among these 
must be recorded the apparent breach between the Pope 
and the French Emperor. ‘The Pope took advantage of 
the New Year’s felicitations of the French general in 
military occupation of Rome to denounce the 
notorious pamphlet published in Paris—“‘La Papa et le 
Congres’’—which advocates the dispossession of the 
Papal See of all temporal power in terms which, to say 
the least of them, were wholly unbecoming on the part 
of the head of any Church, still less on the part of 
the head of a Church claiming exclusively to represent 
Christianity ; designating it “a monster monu- 
ment of hypocrisy,” and “a jumble of contradictions,” 
This allocution concluded with the Pontifical benedie- 
tion tacked to a significant treat ; namely, that the Po 
hai documents in his possession, communicated to him 
by LouisNnpolcon of a compromising character,which of 
course meant that these documents will, if deemed re- 
quisite, be published. To this letter, which is addressed 
to General Goyon, Louis Napoleon has replied in fact, 
though not, perhaps, in form, la another letter of a still 
more singular tenor ; in which he tells the Pope that he 
had formely advised him to grant an adminstrative se- 
paration of the Legativns, and to consent to the ap- 
pointment of a lay governor, but that his advice was 
unheeded, and he was, unhappily, powerless to prevent 
the establishinent of a new Government ; that, in fact, 
he could only prevent the spread of the on in 
the Marches of Ancona by procuring the resignation of 
Garibaldi, He then advises the Pope, as it ES pro- 
bable the pending Congress will admit the use of torce 
to subject the revolted provinces, though they cannot 
disown the “ incontestable rights of the Holy See,” that 
h?> shall “surrender” these provinces. Coming from Louis 
Napoleon, this is the" unkindest cut of all, 

ill the Pope act on this advico, is, ver, the 
question ? advice which, come from what Quarter it 
may, is not on the whole bad counsel, Ifhe accepts 
it, and relinquishes those provinces,which, according to 
Louis Napoleon's letter, have been “ for fifty years a 
great embarrassment” to the Papal Government, that 
will not suffice to pacily Italy ; for it wiil still leave the 
festering sore of priestly ale open, in what is termed 
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event of the week, is as long as usual, and almost as 
vain glorious as ever. The topics treated of are nume- 
rous, but the document is altogether in uential. 
It demonstrates, however, that the United States still 
covets Cuba, and that they mean, at no great distance in 
point of time, to“ annex” Mexico— Observer. 

THE STRIKE OF THE SPINSTERS. 

A strike for husbands is rather a novelty, whatever 
may be the predilections of the gentler sex on the sub- 
ject, no violent means have hitherto been adopted b 
that fairer half of existence to provide themselves wit 
husbands. Even the Bloomer strike merely asserted 
the equal right of the ladies to a certain portion of the 
masculine attire. Now, however, a bolder course has 
been taken. The fair Lyonnaises, the ladies of Lyons, 
cannot get husbands—not even Claude Melnottes. 
Charm they ever so sweetly, the lions—the men of 
Lyons we mean—will not be caught. The sprete injurta 
forme has become a class grma Nor dothe forlorn 
ones of Lyons stand alone in their lone someness. All 
over France a similar grievance is felt by the fair sex. 
Statistical authorities inform us that there are upwards 
of two millions of marriageable damsels in Fra 0 
cannot get mated. Not that Dame Nature iil 
to provide bachelors to match this multitude of spins 
withering on the virgin shorn. Bachelors no less than 
spinsters , ‘are plentiful Jus blackberries in /a delle France 
but, alas! bachelorhood has no terrors for them, and they 
cling to it as if it were, indeed, a state of single blessed- 
ness. Even in our own country, at least in the chief 
cities, this usual tendency of an old _ civilisa- 
tion is beginning to show itself : and really the prospect 
is somewhat dismal to the supposition that the tendency 
should continue to develope itself. In France the 
population for several years past has actually ceased to 
increase—indeed there is reason to believe that at this 
moment it is yearly diminishing. In Germany various 
old prophecies have long been current which foretell 
the coming of a great war which is so to desolate the 
Fatherland that sin wemen will then run after one man. 
This would certainly put a climax to the present evil. 
Asit is, the evil is unquestionably a “ great Tribulation”’ 
and ought not to have been overlooked by an eloquent 
divine amongst his signs of the approaching end of the 
world. For, in truth, what tribulation is more likely to 
bring about the consummation the preacher pre- 
dicts than that the sons of Adam should perversly, 
decline to concur with the daughters of Eve in zeplen- 
ishing the earth ? ; 

Desperate cases require desperate remedies. This 
great social fact has already formed a theme for discus- 
sion by the social-science philosophers of France, who 
appear to have found it rather a hard nut to crack. 
But the ladies of Lyons have resolved to stand no more 
nonsense upon the subject. ‘If the evil be not remedied 
by themselves, it manifestly will not be remedied by 
any posterity of theirs. So they have resolved to take 
the bull by the horns. They have met in a social science 
congress, and applied themselves vigorously to the solu- 
tion of the problem how to gethusbands. With indigna- 
tion becoming the insult under which they are 
smarting, they have determined to dispense with 
the softer weapons stored up in the arsenal of 
love. Like “Old Bess,” the artillery of rosy 
cheeks and flowing curls, of dimpled smiles and 
roguish eyes, is discarded as no longer serviceable. The 
coguettish bonnet and the rakish hat, the charming 
fichu, which betrays what it pretends to hide, nay even 
the capacious crinoline, spread out in vain like a huge 
drag-net to catch gudgeons of the ruder sex, are all laid 
aside. The heartless bachelors on whom all these ap- 
pliances of the gentle art of winning are 
thrown away, are to be brought to the altar in a 
totally different fashion. ‘The indignant spinsters have 
made up their minds to put on the screw, and have peti- 
tioned the Imperial Senate for a tax upon bachelors as 
individuals who unfairly reap the benefits of society 
without rendering to society its dues. All men, they 
demand, who have attained the mature age of forty 
without doing service to the State as Benedicts,,shall be 
mulcied annually, by means of a bachelors’ tax, as 
“ unproductive citizens?” 

This is epening a new chapter altogether in the 
‘wealth of nations "—and one which old Malthus would 
assuredly have set his face against. Yet we are not 
sure that the expedient on which the spinsters of Lyons 
have hit may not be worthy the attention of our politi- 
ca} economists. The case is not auite as bad with us, 
it is true ; but there have been queer symptons of late 
that this matter is, among ourselves too, not on as 
satistactory a footing as it might be. A good deal 
has been said as to the uncertainty of young women 
being provided for in the usual way of matrimonial 
settlement. The columus of our newspapers 
have been crowded with suggestions how they may get 
their bread in single blessedness. Fathers have been 
urged to look to these, rather than to matrimonial pros- 
pects, in endeavouring to assure the future of their 
daughters. All this looks ominous. It looksas if that 
law of old civilisations, warring against the law of 
nature, which by indisposing men for domestic ties and 
cares causes the tide of population to recede, were 
beginning to operate amongst us. ‘The spinsters of 
Lyons have sounded the alarm: let our social ecience 
philosophers look to it. And not our philosophers 
only, but our financiers too. A new tax in these 
days is a perfect godsend to the man who has to frame 
a budget. Mr. Gladstone, we will be bound, is at 
this moment in no small quandary how he shall 
manage to keep faith with the nation in this year of 
jubilee—the year which, unluckily for himself, he fixed 
for the expiration of the Income-tax. Let him take a 
leaf out of the book of the spinsters of Lyons. Let him 
put on a smart tax,in the mode of an inverted sliding- 
scale, upon “ unproductive citizens,”’ bachelors of a 
certain age. A tax upon manhood, in short—only to 
be evaded, as our M.P.’s do when they have to face a 
disagreeable alternative, by “ pairing off” Kven if

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COURT OF CHANCERY—Yereanar. 
Kernaghan v. Kell and others, 

The further hearing of this case was resumed at the sitting 
of the court. 

Mr. Brewster, Q.C., addressed the conrt on the part of the 
trustees of the creditors of Kernaghan, the decease | 
husband of the petitioner, and on the part of the Bank of 
Ireland, who had been made respondents.

EXCHEQUER COURT— YxsTrERpary. 
(Before the Full Court.) 
Sullivan v. Lyons. 

At the sitting of the court, his Lordship pronounced judg- 
ment in this case. ‘The action was one in replevin, in which 
counsel for the defendant, last Michaelmas Term, moved that 
the notice of trial served on the plaintiff's behalf, and the 
verdict obtained by him at the last Cork Assizes, and all 
other proceedings had by him, or in his behalf, in the cause 
sitice service of the motion,;be set aside, and that a sf pro- 

cessus be entered, on the grounds that notice of trial and ver- 

dict and all such proceedings were irregular and a surprise 
on the part of the plaintiff, and against good faith and viola- 
tion of the settlement, and arrangement of the action made 
between the plaintiff and defendant. 

Mr. Baron Greene delivered an able and lengthened judg- 
ment, and reviewed the different facts of the case. He said 
he was of opinion that the motion of the plaintiffs should be 
granted, and that ail proceedings, subject to the notice of 
trial, should be set aside, 

The Lord Chief Baron and Mr. Baron Hughes said they 
concurred in this decision. ‘ 

Mr. Barun Fitzgerald had arrived at a different cariclusion 
from his learned brethren, and also delivered judgment, ex- 
pressing his reasons for having dissented from their opinion. 

The Court granted the motion, but, in consequence of the 
variance in opinion, did so without costs.

Taylor v. Lynar. 

In this case Mr. Coffey applied to the court for an order to 
substitute service of the writ of summons and plaint upon 
the brother of the defendant, or that the service already ef- 
fected should be deemed good. The action was in:tituted to 
recover a sum of £130, on foot of rent due for the residence, 
Drimnagh Lodge, and some land thereto attached, situate in 
the county of Dublin, and which had been eccupied by the 
defendant. It appeared that the person upon whom service 
was now sought to be had resides near the premises in re- 
gard to which the action had been brought, and the defendant 
is believed to live out of the county. 

The Court granted the motion making a conditional order, 
also to substitute service upon the defendant's ,wife, who 
lives at present at Drimnagh Lodge.

Peebles v. Macauley. 

In this matter Mr. Dowse, on behalf of the defendant, 
applied to the court that the venue might be charged from 
Dublin to the county of Derry. The action was brought to 
recover damages for defamation of character, and the ground 
for the present application was the fact that all the witnesses 
to be examined for the defence being resident in Donegal, it 
would entail considerable expense and inconvenience if the 
trial were brought to Dublin. 

Mr. James Hamilton opposed the motion; and conteuded 
the balance of convenience Jay with the laying of the venue 
in Dublin. .

In the cases of “ Goggins v. French,” and Lawrenson v.

Blaney v. Noble,

i Foote v. Hudson. 

This case came before the court on an appeal from a deci- 
sion of the Court ot Common Pleas. ‘Ihe action had been 
brought by the plaintiff against the defendant in the court 
below, for interrupting his gamekeeper in killing game, and 
the case came before the Court of Common Pleas, upon a 
special verdict which had been found in the summer assizes 
of 1857 at Cork, when the case was tried before the 
Chief Baron, ‘The question at issue was the right of Mr. 
Henry Hudson to send his gamekeeper, John Lion, to shoot 
over the landsof Nagle mountain, in the barony of Fer.noy, 
county Cork, then in possession of Henry B. Foote, under a 
reversion of right of sporting in the instrument by which the 
lands in question were demised. ‘The defendant denied that 
Mr. Foote was authorised to Lunt or kill game on the moun- 


tain. When the case came before the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas on a special verdict, they decided 
for the defendant in error. and awarded a 


renire de novo, {rom which the present appeal was brought. 
the plaintiff in error contended that on the facts found by 
the special verdiet, and upon the construction of the provisions 
of the Act of the 10th Wm. 3d, chap. 8, the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas should have given judgment for the plaintiff in 
error, and not have awarded a venire de novo, inasmuch as the 
gamekeeper, John Long, mentioned in the special verdict, 
was not at the time duly qualified to hunt or kill game upon 
the lands, 

Mr. Chatterton, ©.C., and Mr. Exham, argued the case on 
behalf of the plaintiff; and Mr, Sullivan, Q.C., and Mr. Jel- 
let cuntra, 

The arguments had not concluded when the court rose. 


COURT OF PROBATE. 

The Right Hon. Judge Keatinge sat at 11 o'clock on 
Saturday. Cavell v. Fox. 

Mr. Purcell applied, on behalf of the plaintiff, to compel 
the defendant to take out administration to the effects of 
his deceased wife, who was entitled to a personal fund in the 
Court of Chancery, or in default of his doing so administra- 
tion should be granted to the plaintiff as a creditor under a 
deed of assignment.

COUNTY LIMERICK PETTY SESSIONS. 
IMP: RTANT RAILWAY CASE, 
Thomas Kearney, Esq., County Surveyor, v. the Waterford 
and Limerick Railway Company. 
Same v. the Limerick and Ennis Railway Company. 

These cases came on, by adjournment, before Messrs. Wat- 
son, Devitt, Sexton, and Barron, R.M. ‘The question raised 
in both cases was the same, viz:—Whether a Railway Com- 
pany is bound under the 46th section of the railway clauses 
Act “: to keep in repair” those portions of the public roads 
which are carried over the railway by means ot bridges, or 
over which the railway is carried by like means, 

On the part of the county surveyor it was contended that 
such obligation is imposed on the companies by the words of 
the act, viz:—* And such bridge, with the immediate ap- 
proaches, and all other necessary works connected therewith, 
shall be executed, and at all times thereafter maintained at 
the expense of the company.” And it was urged that the 
roads in question must be held to be a necessary work within 
the meaning of this section, and as such to be for ever kept 
in repair by the company. There being some thousands of 
public roads in Ireland intersected by railways, this point is 
of yery great importance. 

On behalf of the railway companies it was contended that 
the policy of the act was not to relieve counties from expense 
to which they were otherwise liable, but simply to oblige 
railway companies to restore every intersected road to its 
former condition atnearly as may be. so as to aflord un- 
disturbed intercourse between the termini of the road, as far 
example between Limerick and Nenagh. If they cut a road in 
two, they must make it again passable, by means of a bridge 
or any other necessary work, and that work is what is to be 
for ever maintained at their expense. Insupport of this view 
the 66th and 27th sec. were relied on as showing that the law 
contemplated only the “restoration” of the road. Those sections 
enforcing a penalty against the company if they fail “ to re- 
store such road to its original condition or has been thereto as 
may be.” It was also argued that no obligation rested upon 
a company ta “repair” roads except such roads as they 
themselves may damage, and which are expressly provided 
for by the 58th section. It was argued that the road, as 
distinguished from the bridge, is not a work executed by the 
company within the meaning of the 26th section, bat is a 
free-existing work. And if it is said that the portion of raad 
in question comes within the words “immediate ap- 

proaches,” such cannot be, because the word “ approach” 
meant only the new work necessary to afford a convenient 
ascents or descent, such as fronting or cutting, when a road 
has to be raised or lowered, and such is the only meanjng 
attach@ to the word “ approached” by the 61st and 624 éec- 
tions, as well as by the 49th and 50th sectiona. 

The cases were very ably argued on both sites, and their 
worships being equally divided in opinion, no rule was made, 
and the cases for the present fall to the ground. 

Mr. I. J. Murphy acted as attorney for the county sur- 
veyor; Mr. Fagan for the Ennis Railway; and Mr, Ellard, 
for the Waterford. 

It is to be hoped that, while these parties each repudiate 
the obligations of repairing the road, the public will not 
much longer be left to suffer.— Limerick Reporter.
